World renowned as a masterpiece of 
sculpture, which Frederick Bartholdi presented 
to the United States in 1886, this huge monu- 
ment symbolizes the eternal friendship be- 
tween the United States and France 

Aside from Miss Liberty's awe-inspiring 
appearance, the other prosaic facts are as 
follows: situated in the center of Lower New 
York Bay on Liberty Island, the statue is con- 
structed of hand-hammered copper plate, is 
151 feet tall atop a 142 foot granite pedestal 
and weighs 225 tons. A circular stairway 
reaching from the base to the spiked crown 
is open for the hardy climber; for others, an 
elevator is available. The female figure por- 
trays a woman freeing herself from her 
shackles, holding a burning torch, and in her 
left hand, a tablet showing the Declaration 
of Independence.

1686, 1730 and 1821. In 
foreground is the East 
Coast Memorial dedicated 
to the men who lost their 
lives on the seas. Eight 
19 ff. granite slabs are 
inscribed with 4,596 names. 


THE NEW YORK COLISEUM

The structure housing the exhibit 
hall contains four floors of 
300,000 square feet of ultra- 
modern space with every facility 
for the convenience of exhibitor 
and viewer.
